Willkie next Tuesday. 


•Adolf Hitler, Wallace said, "has 


decided that if Roosevelt can be de- 
feated, England would be discour- 
aged; South America would turn 
away from the United States, and he 
would have an easier time with his 
somewhat delayed plans for world 
conquest." 


The former secretary of agri- 


culture maintained that Willkie's 
campaign speeches indicate "he is 
not qualified by experience or judg- 
ment for the difficult task of keep- 
ing America-secure and at peace," 
and that Willkie had shown "a com- 
plete confusion of mind" upon for- 
eign issues. 


"Even if the Republican candidate 


were a man of experience and prov- 
ed wisdom," Wallace said, "and ev- 
en if the other Republican leaders 
had not discredited their statesman- 
ship by so mistaking the trend of 
foreign affairs. It would be a dan- 
gerous matter to have a period of 
11 weeks between the election and 
the inauguration of a new president, 
while the European war hangs in 
the balance."

a remarkable undercurrent change 
of sentiment in France in recent 
weeks. As you know, the country 
was utterly smashed by its terrible 
military defeat, and at that time 
there was much bitterness against 
the British (a flame fed eagerly by 
the Germans) because of a rather 
widespread feeling that the French 
had been "let down" by their ally.

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Willkie and the

The letter in the Forum tonight states 


the position of many, and probably a 
majority, of the Wisconsin Progressives. 


If Senator LaFollette were not run- 


ning for reelection and considered it good 
political strategy to give a quiet mum- 
bling hp service to the Third Termer it 
is inconceivable that the intelligent and 
horny-handed Progressives who have gen- 
erally been clean-minded and practical, 
should support the first piece of royal- 
ty in America since 1776.

The declaration of Philip LaFollette 


when he launched the national Progressive 
party, although it did not mention the 
Tiird Tenner or the New Deal, literally 
tore to shreds the wastage and the wanton 
lotferism of the Roosevelt policies, and 
did so in about the same language one 
might expect from ilr.

The European Mentality 


The suggestions of Mussolini's news- 


paper that we may profit by sharing the 
Briti'-h empire if we will merely stand 
idly by and permit the Axis to destroy 
it is cynical beyond words but, if it docs 
not express the views of all Europeans, 
it certainly states correct]/ the attitudt 


'that has prevailed in many spoti on that 
unhappy continent for long. Italian jour- 
nalists could never appreciate that their 
proposal would be looked upon in this 
country as base beyond measure, Ger- 
man rulers, in 1914, were non-plussed 
when we did not invade Canada. What 
an opportunity was lost, they thought. 


The existence of this sort of reasoning, 


and the failure to comprehend it in Amer-. 
ica, have jointly created a condition dan- 
gerous to ourselves when we enter into 
diplomatic duals with Europe. Our ex-* 
perience heretofore has been very costly 
to us. But to view our government blithe- 
ly undisturbed as it proceeds in much the 
same manner it did 23 years ago is to see 
a disinclination to learn from the most 
expensive and pointed experience in our 
history. 


A Warship of 1776 


There has been brought up from the 


bottom of Lake Champlain one of the 
colonists' war vessels that was sunk in 
1776 by British gunfire. This ship, but 
three months old when it plunged to the 
bottom, was called the Philadelphia. At 
the time her late overcame her she was 
under command of General Benedict Ar- 
nold who was still a patriot. 
Built of 


green oak her massive timbers seem little 
affected by the generations that have 
passed. 


Up forward there was a 12-pound can- 


non that was loaded when she went down 
while on her port and starboard sides 
she was equipped with 9-pounders. British 
cannon had made holes clean through her 
and one big cannon ball was found se- 
cuiely lodged in her side. 
One of her 


masts was still upright, the brick fire- 
place amidships at which the meals for 
her men were prepared was intact and 
her deck and holds were littered with 
cooking utensils, muskets and other relics. 


But this rather important war vessel 


of the inland seas was only 54 feet in 
length with a 15-foot beam. Her first and 
final battle was fought but four miles 
from Plattsburg. The British fleet con- 
sisted of 28 ships. On the face of things 
it seemed like a British victory since 
of the 14 American vessels engaged 10 
were sunk. But the Yankees were not 
downhearted. They claimed victory out 
of this apparent defeat. And they argued 
it long and stubbornly. Although their 
fleet was destroyed they pointed to the fact 
that they had so fearfully damaged the 
English fleet that it never again through- 
out that long war was able to operate 
with any effectiveness. 


So though they were whipped they 


found solace in their foe's wounds and 
their own stubborn denial of defeat. 


"From the Smoke 
fnfo the Smother" 


In the name of patriotism let every 


tongue remain silent at the boggle of 
drawing the draft numbers. Even to call 
attention to the fact that 6 numbers were 
omitted from the fish-bowl or receptacle 
may reach the stature of appeasement.

It will warn the young men enter- 
ing service, that they musn't expect too 
much. When the breeches are not avail- 
able for the uniform, they will not grieve. 
When the commissary hasn't any meat 
they may say, "Who expected any?" And 
when they find 3-inch shells for 6-inch 
guns a sergeant may be ready with the 
quip, "Use two of them at a time, Buddy."

Washington— To analyze the Axis drive in the 


Mediterancan one must keep in mind the basic 
policy Hitler outlined to his general staff in the 
early days of the war. 


He decreed that it was better to lose three 


million men in the first year of the war than 
four million men in four years of long drawn 
out suffering. 


What he now sees is the unwelcome prospect 


of a long struggle in which the synthetically 
cooked up morale of th« German people would 
be pitted against the dogged determination of 
the British. That is why he is so vigorously 
reshuffling the war map with the idea of shut- 
ting off Suez and Gibraltar, then cutting off the 
British Far Eastern trade route around Africa 
at Dakar. 


He wants to make the odds so overwhelming, 


at least on paper, that the British will yield to a 
dictated peace. Unquestionably the odds against 
the Empire are serious, not only on paper but in 
fact. 


Moit U. S. military observers agree that Hit- 


ler can take both Sue,: and Gibraltar unless the 
Russians actively intervene, but it is doubtful, 
regardle.t.s of the odds, that Hitler can force his 
oxvn peace on the British. Inside fact is that 
sub rosa peace feelers have been put out again 
and again for some time. 


Usually they come fiom Swedish sources, 


some' .mes are conveyed by prominent French- 
men, but always are vague on an on-an-if, but- 
and-when basis. They are just persistent enough, 
however, to indicate that Hitler would like to 
make pence if he could pretty much dictate the 
terms. And those terms might well mean a free 
hand with the British fleet for Hitler to pene- 
trate Latin America. 


After all, the Nazi argument regarding this 


can be veiy convincing to the British. Why 
should England and Germany, the argument 
runs, destroy their factories and set back their 
tiade for years, only to let the United States 
take advantage of the situation by extending it- 
self in Latin America? Why not patch up a 
peace on the basis of the Far East for Britain 
and Latin America for Germany? There is 
plenty of room in the two areas for both and no 
reason why the United States should spread a 
flimsy Monroe Doctrine over an empty conti- 
nent. 


So runs the Gciman argument, and it can be 


made very plausible to beleaguered and des- 
perate British business. However, there is not 
much chance of it being accepted now.

place amidships at which the meals for 
her men were prepared was intact and 
her deck and holds were littered with 
cooking utensils, muskets and other relics. 


But this rather important war vessel 


of the inland seas was only 54 feet in 
length with a 15-foot beam. Her first and 
final battle was fought but four miles 
from Plattsburg. 
The British fleet con- 


sisted of 28 ships. On the face of things 
it seemed like a British victory since 
of the 14 American vessels engaged 10 
were sunk. But the Yankees were not 
downhearted. They claimed victory out 
of this apparent defeat. And they argued 
it long and stubbornly.

Washington—To analyze the Axis drive in the 


Mediteranean one must keep in mind the basic 
policy Hitler outlined to his general staff in the 
early days of tne war. 


He decreed that it was better to lose three 


million men in the first year of the war than 
four million men in four years of long drawn 
out suffering. 


What ho now sees is the unwelcome prospect 


o' a long struggle in which the synthetically 
cooked up morale of th« German people would 
be pitted against the dogged determination of 
the British. That is why he is so vigorously 
reshuffling the war map with the idea of shut- 
ting off Suez and Gibraltar, then cutting off the 
British Far Eastern trade route around Africa 
at Dakar. 


He wants to make the odds so overwhelming, 


at least on paper, that the British will yield to a 
dictated peace. Unquestionably the odds against 
the Empire arc sei icus, not only on paper but in 
fact. 


Moit U. S. military observers agree that Hit- 


ler can take both Suez and Gibraltar unless the 
Rufbians actively intervene, but it is doubtful, 
regardless of the odds, that Hitler can force his 
own peace on the British. Inside fact is that 
sub roj,a peace feelers have been put out again 
and again for .some time. 


Usually they come fiom Swedish sources, 


sometimes are conveyed by prominent French- 
men, but always are vague on an on-an-if, but- 
and-when basis. They are just persistent enough, 
however, to indicate that Hitler would like to 
make peace if he could pretty much dictate the 
terms. And those terms might well mean a free 
hand with the Bntish fleet for Hitler to pene- 
tiate Latin America. 


After all, the Nazi argument icgardmg this 


can be veiy convincing to the British. Why 
should England and Germany, the argument 
runs, de.slroy their factories and set back their 
tiade for years, only to let the United States 
take advantage of the situation by extending it- 
self in Latin America? Why not patch up a 
peace on the basis of the Far East for Britain 
and Latin America for Germany? There is 
plenty of room in the two areas for both and no 
reason why the United States should spread a 
flimsy Monioe Doctrine over an empty conti- 
nent. 


So runs the Gciman argument, and it can be 


made very plausible to beleaguered and des- 
perate British business. However, there is not 
much chance of it being accepted now. But 
should American aid to Britain diminish, then the 
British appeasement group might have its way. 
CENSORING JOHN L. 


During most of his life, John L. Lewis has re- 


fused to take censorship or dictation from any- 
one. But before delivering his famous radio 
broadcast for Wendell Willkie last week, he 
meekly bowed before the Republicans and per- 
mitted at least one extract in his speech to be 
deleted. He had submitted the draft two days in 
advance to Republican leaders, since they were 
paying about 345,000 for his radio time. 


The censored portion of the speech refeued 


to the pro-labor congressmen and senators who 
are up for re-election this year. Because these 
men have gone down the line for labor, the CIO 
has been giving them every possible help. 
Twenty-six of these congressmen are in coal 
mining districts, are strong for the United Mine 
Workers, but also are pro-'Roosevelt 


Lewis had written a plea in his speech for 


labor to re-elect the friends of labor—referring 
to these men. However, since these 26 pro-labor 
congressmen are being opposed by Republicans, 
the GOP leaders objected. Lewis bowed to their 
censorship. 


Note—John L. Lewis' offer to resign as head 


of the CIO if Roosevelt is re-elected was as emp- 
ty as his offer to step down from the CIO if 
Bill Green would quit <ns head of the AFL. In 
either case, Lewis would remain head of the 
powerful United Mine Workers, a job which 
pays him $25,000 plus expenses reputed to be 
around $60,000. 


Lewis is suie of re-election as head of the 


Miners, since the nominations closed in August, 
and he is the only candidate. Vice President 
Phil Murray was supported by 198 locals i\r 
the presidency, but refused to oppose Ldvis. 
WILLKIE AND COPPER 


On the platform of The New York Herald- 


Tnbune Forum, when Wendell Willkie made 
his attack on Roosevelt for knocking the pins 
from under 17-C*ents-a-pound copper, was De- 
fense Commissioner Leon Henderson, price ex- 
pert who was chiefly responsible for the price 
cut. The vital defense metal is now selling 
around 12 cents. 


When Willkie concluded, Henderson turned 


and saw seated directly behind him the head of 
one of the leading brass companies, who the day 
before had sent Henderson a long telegram 
complaining about the price of copper.

INFORMATION ON 
CANADIAN HUNTING 
By Jimmy Robinson 


Annually at this time of the year 


I get a great number of requests 
for information on hunting condi- 
tions and regulations in the Domin- 
ion of Canada, and I am taking this 
opportunity to try to be of service 
to those who want to know about 
conditions but who have not writ- 
ten in to me as yet. 


It may be well to mention the 


bird limits, first. The limit on geese 
in Canada is five per day with fif- 
teen geese allowed in possession of 
a 
licensed hunter 
at one time 


Twelve ducks may be shot per day 
with the limit in possession set at 
fifty. Twenty ducks or eight geese 
may be brought back into the Uni- 
ted States by hunters who go from 
this country into the Dominion. 


The license fee for Canadian bird 


hunting is $25. This will afford an 
opportunity 
to 
hunt for prairie 


chicken and Hungarian partridge 
in Manitoba, Alberta, and Sas- 
katchewan later on. 


If you intend to cross the border 


into Canada it will be well to un- 
derstand 
the 
regulations which 


have been set up. If you desire to 
bring a reasonable amount of am- 
munition in. you are required to 
apply, by letter in advance or by 
wire, to the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms at Ottawa, Ontario. Canada. 
Or you may make application to 
Col. S. T. Wood, Commissioner of 
the Royal Mounted Police, Ottawa, 
Ontario. 


You should furnish the latter au- 


thority with your name and ad-

RED CORPUSCLES 


Often I have found that a boy or 


girl supposes there must be sir 
"everywhere." 


Perhaps that is a natural thing to 


come to mind. Whereever we walk, 
we find air, so why shouldn't we 
expect to find air all the way to the 
moon? 


A person might "expect" air all 


the way to the moon, but he would* 
n't find it Scientists tell us that the 
air around the earth goes up a cer- 
tain distance and then there is no 
more of it 


Anyone who climbs a high moun- 


tain will go through air which be- 
comes thinner and thinner. At a 
height of two miles, you will have 
enough to breathe, but it will be 
best for you not to turn around 
very much. Hard exercise at such 
a level is a danger to the heart, 
unless you are used to it 


If a person spends a month or 


two on a mountain top, the number 
of red corpuscles in his blood will 
grow larger. Red corpuscles carry 
oxygen from the lungs to the cells. 
When we have more of them, we 
can take more of the oxygen from 
the air. That is why a mountaineer 
is able to get along very well even 
though he lives high up in the 
world. 


Aviators have tested the air at 


heights of from three to ten miles, j 
When they go above the three-mile 
level, it is important to take along 
a supply of oxygen. The air is too 
thin to give them enough oxygen. 


Five years ago two Americans 


were lifted by a balloon to a height 
of 
almost 
14 miles. 
So-called 


"sounding balloons" have been sent 
up by weather experts and have 
risen a few miles higher. 


Tests have proved the air gets 


thinner 
and thinner at greater 


heights. We have 
reason to be- 


lieve this is true until there comes 
a place with no air at all, or so 
little that it would be quite lost in 
space. 


When meteors shoot through the 


air 
around the earth, they run 


against it and glow. A meteor is 
a dark object until that happens. 


Careful study has been made of 


points at which meteors begin to 
glow. Scientists estimate there is 
extremely thin air at • heights of 
from 400 to 500 miles. Study of 
the Aurora Borcalis 
has helped 


prove the point. 


It is possible to pump just about 


all the air out of a jar. What is 
left is a vacuum. 


From a height of 500 miles above 


the earth to the moon, a 
vast 


vacuum is believed to exist. This 
vacuum no doubt spreads through 
almost every part of the universe. 


The moon appears to have no 


air around it. but certain planets 
have some. Mars is supplied with 
a blanket of thin air, and Venus 
has rather thick air and fog.

92 New Dwellings 
Have Been Erected 
So Far This Year 


Neenah—Neenah is aiming at the 


100 mark in new home construction 
this year, and with two months to 
go, it is only eight dwellings away. 


Ninety-two homes have been con- 


structed here this year, 36 more 
than during the first 10 months of 
last year. Eleven new homes were 
built last month against nine dur- 
ing October of 1939.
